IS SOLD TO BRITISH FILM PROD 


SPRINGVILLE — Irwin Allen, 
British film producer-director of 
Meadway Productions Inc. of 
London, England, has purchased 
the 200-acre S.A. Camp ranch at 
Springville as location for a 
thoroughbred race horse stud 
farm. 

In Springville recently to 
check over the property was Bill 
Johnson, stud manager in 
America for Allen, and manager 
of the Derisley Wood Stud farm 
at Newmarket, England. 

Allen, who is now on location 
in Spain directing a film, “Oliver 
Cromwell”, will probably not be 
in Springville until sometime in 
September. 

Stud manager at Springville 
will be John Turner, now 
Johnson’s deputy at the Derisley 
Wood Stud farm. 

The Camp ranch was 
developed at Springville in the 


1950s by the late Sol Camp as a 
breeding farm for his then 
nationally-famous string of 
harness horses. Two of these 
horses are “retired” on the ranch 
- Red Streak, his first “big time” 
horse, and Scot Frost one of 
America’s all-time great harness 
horses, now 17 years old. 

These horses will be moved to 
the Shafter ranch home of Mrs. 
Nellie Camp, widow of Sol 
Camp. In 1960 the Camp horses 
were moved from Springville to 
Lexington, Kentucky, and, with 
exception of Red Streak and 
Scot Frost, eventually sold.

“Persistent” 
Unemployment 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — 
Congressman Bob Mathias has 
announced that the Labor 
department has_ reclassified 
Tulare county from an area of 
“Substantial unemployment” to 
an area of ‘‘Persistent 
unemployment.” 

An annual review of an areas 
eligibility to receive Federal 
assistance under. the Public 
Works and Economic 
Development act of 1965 is 
required. The unemployment 
rate is the key factor in 
determining an areas 
classification. 

Prior to this reclassification, 
Tulare county could receive only 
public works grants under the 
Public Works and Economic 
Development act. 

Under the new classification, 
the county is eligible to receive 
all benefits under Title IV of the 
act. The county can receive, in 
addition to public works grants, 
public works loans, business 
development loans, technical 
assistance, feasibility studies, 
and all other assistance that the 
Economic Development 
administration has available 
under Title IV. 

The purpose of the Economic 
Development admimistration is 
to provide financial assistance, 
and the planning and 
coordination needed, to alleviate 
conditions of substantial and

CREATORS TURNED CRITICS 


Among the most popular men in Hanoi these days 
are former Defense Clark Clifford, former 
Ambassador W.. Averell Harriman, Cyrus Vance, 
Teddy Kennedy and Mike Mansfield. 

They all publicly declaim that our Vietnam efforts 
are “not only endless but hopeless” and display little 
if any respect for our allied government in Saigon. The 
quoted words, of course, are Clifford’s, as written in 
one of history’s most unfortunately timed magazine 
articles. The others got into the act immediately, add- 
ing to their previous criticisms of the Nixon adminis- 
tration’s peace policies by endorsing Clifford’s proposal 
that we end the Vietnam war by withdrawing our 
combat troops. 

As the President pointed out, with understand- 
able but restrained irritation, Clifford had not been 
notably successful during his year as Defense Secre- 

in reducing either our casualties or our commit- 
ment of forces. Further, during Hubert Humphrey’s 
1968 campaign he shot out of the air the candidate’s 
plan to: suggest that perhaps a few men could be 
brought home. On the other hand, the President’s with- 
drawal plan was operative while Clifford’s gratuitous 
suggestions still were in the print shop. 

(It must, out of fairness, be recorded that during 
the Clifford tenure the shape of the peace conference 
table at Paris was decided.) 

The former Defense Secretary, however, does not 
stand alone as a creator turned critic. All his endorsers 
were importantly active in government when the esca- 
lation of the Viet war was taking place. No wonder 
the Hanoi radio happily named them and others such 
as Senators Fulbright, Gore and McGovern as giving 
evidence of “the depth of American opposition to the 
war.” 

The serious and painful efforts to establish a peace- 
ful solution to the war will go on, but will be seriously 
hobbled by such ill-timed criticism. The architects of 
disaster had their chance. They would serve their 
fellow citizens better if they would drop their bull- 
horns.

hree Times Normal Amount Of Rain 


Fell In Some Areas Of California 


SAN FRANCISCO — The 12 
months just closing have brought 
to Californians an abnormal 
amount of moisture over most 
of the State. The only area that 
did not receive more 
precipitation than normal was 
the extreme southeastern desert. 
Elsewhere totals ranged from 
only slightly greater than normal 
to more than three times the 
normal annual amount. 

This is the finding of the 
Environmental Science Services 
administration in a study just 
completed. Totals are for the 
period from July 1, 1968, 
through June 30, 1969, and they 
are compared. with long-term 
averages for the 12-month 
period. 

Most of the State north of a 
line from the San Francisco Bay 
area to Lake Tahoe received 
annual amounts ranging from 
near normal close to the Oregon 
border to 150% of normal in the 
southern part of the area. From 
Lake Tahoe southward on the 
east side of the Sierra Nevadas 
the figure ranged from only 
125% to 150% of normal. 

But south of Nomo Lake and 
in the mountains immediately to 
the west of that area seasonal 
totals increased to more than 
three times the normal. 
Independence received 316% of 
the seasonal average, and most 
of the Owens valley was close to 


the 300% figure.

The Sherman Pass, Monache 
and Trout Creek jeep roads 
will not be open to use until 
wet spots and snow drifts 
have dried out and the 
ground firmed up. 

4. Fixed wing and _ helicopter 
flights show that deep snow 
drifts and standing water 
cover many trails in the Troy 
Meadow area. The temporary 
closure to trail machine use

5. The Freeman Creek, Fish 
Creek and Needles Trails 
provide access to the Little 
Kern and the Kern river. 

6. The trail from Willow 
Meadow north to 
Grasshopper and the Kern 
River Ranger station is closed 
by slides. ;

VISALIA — The California 
Highway patrol has issued a 
warning against modifying the 
exhaust system of an automobile 
to amplify or increase the noise 
it emits above that emitted by 
the muffler originally “installed 
on the vehicle. 

Captain B.R. Smith, 
commander of the Visalia office 
of the patrol, said that many 
people, particularly young 
owners of sports cars or other 
vehicles, purchase 
glass-packed replacement 
mufflers especially designed to 
sound like a higher powered 
vehicle. 

“Some dealers stamp these 


replacement mufflers ‘Not 
intended for use on California 
highways, but some don’t. 


Whatever the dealer’s practice, it 
is unlawful to amplify or 
increase the noise above that 
emitted by the original muffler 
on the vehicle,”’ he said. 

He pointed out that the 
prohibition against modifying 
exhaust systems -to increase 
noise is a separate section from 
the one which requires a car to 
have an adequate muffler in 
constant operation and properly 


maintained to prevent any 
excessive or unusual noise. 
The vehicle code _ also 


prohibits equipping any muffler 
or exhaust system with a cutout, 
bypass or similar device.

Botulism Loss 
Increasing On 


Valley Lakes 


SACRAMENTO -—_ The 


California Department of Fish’ 


and Game and the U.S. Bureau 
of Sport Fisheries and Wildlife 
has revealed that losses of 
waterfowl to botulism are 
occurring at several locations in 
the southern San Joaquin 
valley. 

The most severe losses are at 
two locations in Tulare lake in 
Kings county where workers 
have picked up nearly 3,000 
dead birds so far this season, of 
which over 2,500 were ducks. 
The rate of mortality has 
increased in the past 10 days. 

Losses, mostly coot, have also 
reached nearly 700 birds at. 
Buena Vista Lake. A third area 
just west of the Kern National 
Wildlife refuge in Kern county 
was found to be toxic and nearly 
250 birds have been picked up in 
this area in the last few days. 

The two agencies are using 
_five shallow draft airboats seven 
“days a week in a concerted 
effort to remove the dead birds 
as rapidly as possible. 
Department personnel have 


- pointed out that relatively high 


summer losses are expected

nesting waterfowl in the flooded 
areas a the San Joaquin valley.
